But 
there is a plan behind 
it, and before analyzing 
the reasons for all the 
construction delays, 
DAVID KRIVINE also 
reports on what the 
road system in West 
Jerusalem will be like 
three years from now.

F Mr. Amikam Yafeh, Jerusa- 
lem’s City Engineer, gets all 
‘of the IL100m. he wants, this is 
what will happen to the Capital's 
road system; The ring road that 
contours West Jerusalem's civic 
centre (the Knesset, the mu- 
seums, the Hebrow University 
and Givat Mordechai) will be 
widened to a minimum of four 
lanes all the way.

“Until the mid-'50s, plays were 
usually like movies with live actors. 
They washed over you like a warm 
bath and you didn’t have to do 
anything. In experimental theatre 
the audience isn’t just flattered; it 
ls also moved and disturbed. I 
think an audience has to meet &

There is a time and place for 
lighter plays, however:

Sure-fire formula for television scripts: “At ‘the

In an 
interview with LEA LEVAVI in Jerusalem last 
month, where he was winding up a summer visit 
with his family, Wincelberg added: “It worked beau- 
tifully and I sold seript after script based on this 
approach, until the boss caught on and fired me.”

Though “Ketakt" Is the best known 
of Winocelberg’s six serious plays, 
the one of which he is most proud 
Is “The Windows of Heaven,” based 
on a Yiddish short story, “A Cat 
in the Ghetto,” describing life in 
the Lodz Ghetto of Poland during 
the Nazi occupation, written by a 
survivor of the Lodz Ghetto, Rach- 
mil Bryks. The play was first pro- 
duced two years ago by -the Royal 
Dramatic 'Theatre of Stockholn — 
the first work by an American play- 
wright presented there since Ἐπ 
gene O'Neill's plays. 


Jewish subjects play a dominaut 
role In Wincelberg’s writing — pro- 
bably because of the Orthodox home 
In which he grew up and hig ye- 
shiva education. Hiven in ‘his scripts 
for the famous American TV se- 
rles “Have Gun Will Travel,” star- 
ring Richard Boone, he treated a 
surprised and cnthuslastic audtence 
to scveral "Jewish Westerns.” He 
und Richard Boone will soon be 
working together on another “Jew- 
Ish Western” — this time a movie 
to be fAlmed In Israel, about 8 
Jewish boy who travela West around 
1850 In search of his father who 
disappeared during tho Gold Rush. 
One part of the movie la based on 
ἃ true story: Slr Moses Monteflore 
donated a Tora Scroll destined for 
the first synagogue In California. 
By the time the Scroll arrived, the 
congregation had split Into two and 
a dispute ensued as to which splin- 
ter deserved to be called the “frst 
synagogue.” 

But another guiding principle in- 
fluenced the writing of the script 
for this satirical Western, to be 
entitled. “The Travels of Benjamin 
IV in the Land where Seldom is 
Heard a ODiscouraging Word.” 
Back home in Beverly Hills, Call- 
fornia, Wincelberg has an old Irish 
gardener who -hag developed a 
theory that the Jews, not the law- 
men, settled the American West: 


“The theory is very simple. For 
community lfe'to get started, there 
had to “be decent vou out baler 
at the beginning there were 
rough pioneers and prostitutes, But 


to attract decent women, the West 
needed 'the ‘basic amenities of cly- 
Sized living,’ and these came only 
when the pediars, mostly Jews, 
made their appearance. Those ped- 


lars had a really dangerous job In 
terrltory where a man would kill 
you for your belt buckle.” 


Though Wineclberg’s malo inter- 
est Is writing more serious plays 
and utorles, he feels his “haci 
writing” for movies and televiafon 
provides more than just his liveli- 
hood. 


"I enjoy my hack writing, other- 
wise I couldn't do it, Besldes, I've 
learned a lot from It. Once you 
learn how to manipulate exits and 
entrances which ‘buttons’ to 
press — you can apply this know- 
ledge to your other writing." 


Today, television is an important 
source of livelihood for Wincelberg, 
but 25 years ago it threatened to 
deprive him of ἃ ving. Having ar- 
rived In the U.S. from Kiel, Ger- 
many at age 14, he finished high 
achool (mostly at public schoola 
whore he learned English) and then 
worked as a farmnhond and later as 
ἃ diamond polisher. After finishing 
hia army service (he saw action at 
Okinawa, and then wag with tho 
Army of Occupation in Japan), he 
decided to “learn an honest trade” 
and studied radio mechanics. But 
by the time he finlshed the course, 
the advent of television made his 
knowledge “almost obsolete.” Even 
in those days he dreamt of being a 
writer, “but I lmow I had to make 
an honest living.” He became ἃ 
Hebrew teacher: 


“One day I asked someone If he

thought 1 could give up teaching 
and become a writer. He told me 
teaching was a crutch for me and 
that [ had to learn to walk without 
a crutch, Since it was what I 
wanted to do anyway, I took the 
advice.” 


Both he and his wife have suc- 
ceeded ag professional writers, “but 
we don't have any ego problems 
and we can work on atorles toge- 
ther, taking over from cach other.” 
Some of thelr jolnt efforts have 
Appeared in “Hadassah Magazine" 
and in “Commentary,” and they are 
now writing a book on her father's 
experiences as a soldier in the 
Czar’s army during the Ruagso-Ja- 
Japanese War. 


One of Wincelberg's movies, "On 
Behalf of the Friends” (known to 
American audiences og “Τὰ Cold 
Sweat”), is now playing to long 
tums in Israel. Wincelberg says: 


"It's very successful here, and of 
course I'm plensed — but I hope it 
will mot be what I am remembered 
by.”

A MODEST but significant little ceremuny took 
place this week in the office of the Hebrew 
University’s President, Mr. Abe Harmap. A mu- 
sical score wax handed over to him to he in- 
eluded in the growing collection of original manu- 
seripta al the National Library. The carrier was 
Moshe Yegar, Consul-General of Israc] in Phila- 
delphia, the donor-composer Joseph Castaldo, Presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia Musical Academy, the 
suore — “Cycles.” 

Mr. Castaldo, a non-Jew, spontaneously dedicated 
the work (written in 1970) to the people of Israet 
becanse “i felt it was an appropriate gesture 
considering the state of the world and that all 
art, especially music, is a peace-giving sign.” He 
explains that the work shows “the juxtaposition 
of the violence that exists with the serenity and 
beauty one also finds in the world” and that the 
title represents life cycles, art cycles and national 
eyeles. He added that through the Israelis he has 
known and through hia studies, he is a great 
admirer of the Isracli people and their accomplish- 
ments. This is the first time Mr. Castaldo has 
dedicated a composition to a people. 

Castaldo studied at the Philadelphia Conserva- 
tory of Music and the Manhattan School of Music. 
His earlier works, in the ‘fifties, showed in-
